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• Inspector Tamer, of the London po- 
lice, arrived in New York lsat week, on the 
steamer City of Manchester, in company with 
Dir.

The harbor police beat will be placed at 
Officer Turner's dispcsal, and he will board 
the Victoria as soon as she arrives in the bay. 

Hy To tbe people of Chambersburg, who 

appealed to tbe North for aid on account of 
the burning of their town by the rebel raid- 
ers, Philadelphia has sent some food and 
clothing, and Harrirburg has raised $10,000, 
of which Governor Curtin subscribed $1,000, 
while tbe lediea of the city have gent a oar- 
load of clothing and food. 

fgy""Some of the British papers bogin to 
understand the causes and motives of our war 
much better than tbey did, or else they are 
moro candid now than they used to be. Tons 
tho Marjchnter Examiner, of the 20 th ult., ap- 
proves of Lord Palmerston's determination 
not to m ■ in the affairs of our country, 
and says: "The question at issne is not where- 
abouts a frontier line shall be drawn, but 
whether there shall be one republic or t vo re- 
publics within the territory of the United 
States. On this issue compromise is impossi 
ble. There is no middle ground. Tuere can 
be eo recip.oc&l concessions, no 'giving and 
taking,' no possible adjustment." Trie Ex- 
liner, on tbe question of the policy of tho 
recognition of the Confederacy, says distinct- 
ly:

The whole coast, from 
tbe Chesapeake to tho Rio Granie, is watched 
bv bontiU Equadrons. If we Fend a Consul 
to Ricbmoai) be might be swallowed up by 
Grant, or to Charleston, he would have noth- 
ing to do, and ir'gbt get his head smashed b , 
a bomb-shell Ir the South should suocoed 
In establishing itsindependance.and in getting 
rid of the I ets and armies which environ its 
terntorit •, we shall then recogn'ze it, not be- 
cause tbe Sonth will have any abstract claim 
to recognition, but because British merchaots 
and reeidtn'e will need and have a right to 
onr protecion. Whether that day will or 
will not arrive is a contingency which we 
have no r'gbt to anticipate by taking a step 
which, while utterly useless to ourselves, 
would be tantamount to taking sides in the 
contest, and helping to settle it in accordance 
with onr own views.

Sib: Your no more generr u. than ja:t words 
at the public meeting in Philadelphia yej • r- 
day, vindicating our people from ibe malig- 
nant aspersions they have receivi-d ia so m tiy 
quarters, made as feel that there are still a bir 
wbo will not add calumny to oar des da'ioa 
and want. That a paper controlled by Horace 
Greeley — a namo hitherto associated with 
. 00 i ; r.d generous deeds— should psis ■ atly 
• but cut the truth, and add systematic d« 
famation to our misfortunes, has astounded its 
many old patrons iu this sectian of rhe State. 
That tbe Satanic Herald should defame and 
family, under any circumstances, H.nrnrirt«»'t ao 
one. I am ataloss to discriminate' between 
the 6encish Bpirit of the Tricune aud Herald, 
in their notices of our calamity, and that of 
General McCausland, who applied the torch, 
and invited his command to arson and rob- 
bery. 

I believe that the Bulletin of your city does 
not mean to falsify respecting the people of 
Chambersburg; but it does so in a naaner 
that is utterly inexcusable when it alleges 
that Captain Hancock's "summons for vol- 
untary aid was answered by lea9 than one 
hundred of the thousands of able bodied 
men who that night rema ncd within the dis- 
trict he commanded." It declares what ia 
wholly fake. Every man who could get a

cr thh Town was savko. 
Chambirtlurg, August 4 — History repeats 
i'B' it wondarraiiy in the Cumberland Val ey, 
a' least so far as rebel cavalry ndvances and 
ctzeuca-alry retreats are concerned. For 
tbe last tew weeks a vague b-ar took posses- 
ion of the citizens that "our mctuai Heads." 
he rebil , would agitin pny their respite's to 
the town end ihe d-i-iz-is thereof. No reason 
was astietied for t hi ir apprehensions, but th»y 
peinisttd in their beliet of the approach ol the 
enemy. A few of the merchants removed 
their gto :s week since to places of safety, aud 
■nbti qnent events have proved, if not tb»ir 
foretigbt, at least their prudence and wisiom 
on last Fiiday afternoon tbe first definite re- 
pott cf the retel advance was iec lived. Scouts 
eon.icg in reported tbe enemy advancing, 
via ■ ercersbnrg, and hastening onward. 
At tbia intelligence the usual Btaui- 
r ede of farmers, contrabands, and stock eu- 
aued. Horses (with riders, It must be con 
fesbed), wagons, contrabands, filled the road 
in confusion indescribable. During the af 
ternoon the cilizena were bu9ily engaged in 
packing their valuables, and atoring them 
aw y in the ill fated houses. The Cumber- 
land Valley Railroad, running extra trains, 
carried down goods for mauy of the mer- 
chants. Friday night the excitement was at 
its height; AveriU'a baggage-train passed 
through ataiate of speed that betoiened no 
little dauger. It was now evideut that the 
town was given up. General Couch paced 
resllesbly up aud down in front of his house, 
and, in answer to the appeala of the citizens, 
stated that he was unable to do anything. 
"I have not a man at my disposal." Al 
three o'clock A. M. the train which had been 
fired up all nisht left Cbambersburg, hav- 
ing on board the General, his staff, together 
with those citizens who were fortunate 
enough ton know of ita departure at five 
o'clock. 

Tt e rebel advance appoared on New Eng- 
land Hill, to tbe west ot Cbambersb'ir*. Tneir 
advance guard was met here by L eutenant 
Underbill, with a iqaad of ttiirty-hre men 
aLdonegun. Tbe effect produced upon the 
rebels by tbiBli't'e band shows what indomit- 
able bravery and "plnck" will do. Toe reoe s 
anvanced in perfect abandon style, yelling, 
joking, and laughing. At the first "bliziird" 
mm ihe Litntrnant it w«s lunicmus ta see 
their 'right and discomfiture.

Tbe no 
torious Harry Gilmor, of Gunpowder-bridge 
fame, immediately rode up in front of the 
court-house and inquired, with his peculiar 
pronunciation, "Whar'a the Maa-r?" He 
was informed that the Mayor had left town 
He then asked to see some prominent citizens. 
Dr. Dichards and Messrs. McCleUao ad 
Sharp were standing near by, conversin with 
their rebel surgeon, Dr. Budd, formerly a 
friend of Dr. Richards in Baltimore. Gilmor 
comirg up, demanded "one hundred thou 
sand dollars in gold, or its equivalent five 
hundred thousand in greenbacks," to be de- 
livered to them instanter. To comply with 
this demand was, ot course, actually impas- 
sible. Doctor Richards informed Gii- 
mor that such was the case, that the 
money had been removed from the banks, 
and mat the citiaens could not furuisa tae 
amount asked for. The rebel then told the 
gentlemen to consider themselves nuder ar- 
rest, called a guard, and cried out, "We'll 

burn yonr d d town anyhow, and send j/ea 

to Libby." When the guard approached, Dr. 
Richards informed tho rebel brigand that at 
one time be thought he (Gilmor) was a gen- 
tleman, bat now his opinion w^b somewhat 
changed. This evidently hart the rebel, as he 
apologized for putting tbem nnder guard, by 
saying "that it was their cuito u with all cit- 
isena. The rebel surgeon now interfered for 
ihem and addressed Gilmor: 

"Major, I'll take care of these gentlemen. 
Gilmor, will you take the responsibility of 
bringing tbose men to headqtarters? ' 

"I will, it I have to bring them on my 
beck. All right Doctor."

Budd went directly to the court-house to have 
tbe gentUman released from arrest, and r— 
totted eoon to tell them that taey were tree;

THB BCBHINO 0T TBI TOWS. 

The order for tbe burning of the town was 
given by Gen. McCansland at nine o'clock, 
and oh. t— minutes afterwards flamts w.-re 
leaping from the windows of the houses ia the 
Diamond. Tbe rebels, breakisg into the 
drug stores, procured tarpeutiae.aod, making 
fiiebillf, threw them into the houses indis- 
criminately. The men were seat around iu 
tquad?', plundering and burning evrry house 
ihty saw fit to enter. Very oftoa tb-jso men 
obtained rou»ia?**fct« sums of money from 
the wealtnier sttisejM to protect their proper- 
ty. Tbeir promises were ample until the 
money was in tbeir bands, bat after it wao 
revived they entirely disregarded them. 

One ot these (quads, entering a house, gave 
the inmates five minutes to remove their ef- 
fects before deluging toe fl oor with tupentiue 
and igniting it. The scene at 10 o'clock wai 
indescribable. Nearly the whoie town was 
oae roaring mate of fire. So intense was the 
lit at, it was impassible even to walk through 
the Diamond — a large open space in tbe cen- 
tre ot the town. Tue flames from either Bide 
of tbe streets met each other, forming an 
a.- a of fire, above which the black smoke 
rolled in thick and heavy volume*, obicariag 
tbe heavens. Houseless and boraeiees women 
and cbi:Jren fleeing, and tbe oaths of 
tte maddened rebels, couple ee this pic'ure 
of horrors, a scene that will never be forgotten 
by tbe ci isms of Chamoereburg. Nothing, 
comparatively, was saved — an old painting, 
the family Bible, a change of clothing, that 
was all. No time was allowed for re- 
moval of the furniture, or even truaks ot 
clothing. Seventy pianos in the different 
houses, in one street, were burned. Tue ter- 
ror of |ha scene appalled ev-:u the reboie. 
Although tho greater part went into the work 
with fiendish delight, some were greatly 
affected, and many a strong maa sh-rd tears. 
When the fire commenced a rebel Colonel, 
riding up to a burning building, thr«w into 
the fire a paper, eaying: "There goes my com- 
mission; it may cost me my life, bat I can't 
stand this." 

BOW IBB StllTHBBS POBTIOS OF THB TOWJI 
WAS S AT BD. 

Amidst the general apathy of the cit'zens, 
it isretesbing to point|sut]iadtaacee of tndiv.d- 
ual bravery. Tbrough the exertions ef one 
gentleman the whole - oatheru portion of the 
town was saved. After the flames had 
attained tufficient headway in other parts, the 
executive officers of Gen. McOausland rsde to 
the south ot tbe town to see tbe work of de- 
stiuction. Dismounting at a crossing, they 
were courteously met by Dr. B Rash Sea- 
seney, end invited into his residence to take a 
glass of wine. Tbey gladly acceptoi hisiavi- 
titicn, BBd, entering the bouse, imbibed f-e»dy. 
Whether the wine in question was saeci ally 
r-.

A Soloikb nt Lacx: — A Romantic Stiry — 
A Private falls Heir to m Fortune. — The De- 
troit Free Press tells the following story: 

At the, first batt e of Ball Run there was a 
soldier by tbe name of Wilson, whe, like ma- 
ny others on that memorable occaaion, strag- 
gled away frem the command. After walk- 
ing, or rather ranning, for several hours, he 
became very much fatigued, and after taking 
good precaution that there were no rebels 
either within eoand or sight, he lay down to 
sleep by the aide of a fence and slept sweetly 
and soundly during the night. Late in the 
morning wheu the sun was noar miduoon, he 
woke to find himself in a strange laud, and 
perhaps among the bitterest enemies of the 
country. But the demand of hunger boob 
silenced the voice of prudence and cautioa. 
Seeing a mansion on a hill in the distance, 
surrounded by patks a d meadows, orchards 
and evergreens, artificial fountains and nat 
ural streams of clear running water, in fact, 
everything to ahow that it was one of the 
first class old Virginia plantations, the home 
of courtly elegance, our soldier, tired, with 
a weary atep and a fainting, famiebiag heart, 
knocked at the door of tbe mansion. He 
waa coidially received, for the old Virginia 
planter was faithtul among the faithful few. 
He • mained long enough to recruit hia wast- 
ed energies and get information as to tbe 
most direct route to Washington. But the 
name of the young soldier waa not forgotten 
by the planter, nor his manly bearing and 
genial temperament. The soldier re enliated 
iu auotber regiment, and at tbe aecond battle 
of Bull Rub was aeverely though not dan- 
gerouily wounded. He was taken to the 
boepilal at Waehington. His old Virginia 
frieLd learned of hia illness. He sent to the 
hospital and obtained an order for permis 
aton to lake him to his own home. He was 
removed, when, through the kindness of the 
planter and the attentions of his daughter, 
the young man gradually recovered.

He ut once gave him a deed to a con- 
siderable property iu Chicago. The young 
manafewwteks since viaited that modem 
miracle and Babylon combined, and found 
tbat his little Chicago fortune would realise 
ihe handsome sum of $2U0,(M), being offered 
JfiO.OItl for a single block to which he had 
tallen heir. But this is not all in the strange 
and eventful atory. Tbe old man has but 
recently died, leaving all his fortune to this 
young Union soldier, which ia now known to 
be over $M)0,( 00.

ment hereby orders all soldiers embraced in 
tbe above oi ders to report to him without delay. 

Battalion, coiapany, and detachment 
cc mmandctB will seed in full and complete re- 
torts, containing the branch of service to 
which tbey belong; the regiment, brigade, 
and division; by what authority tbey were 
lectoited, ana for what commands; the num- 
ber of men mounted and dismounted, armed 
and unarmed; the description of arms, and 
the quantity and quality of ammunition, at 
tbe very earliest practicable moment, in order 
to a thorough organization and equipment. 

III. Confederate soldiers that bave taken 
the amnesty oath offered by tba Federal au- 
thorities must report without delay, tbe Oon- 
federa'e States Government having dec did 
said eath not binding; and all snch ptrties 
failing to report at once will be put>U>und as 
deeeners, and when apprehended will be dealt 
with accordingly.

Gbbbbal Scott.— a correspondent of the/ 
New Tork Evening Post has recently seen 
Gen. Scott at West Point, and Bays that, al- 
though be is feeble in body, yet his form is 
erect, and he walks with his old seldierly 
step, although it is not quite so firm aad 
strong as it was a few years since. The au- 
tobiography of the General is now in press, 
and is taid by tbia correspondent, from an 
examination of some portions of it, to ba 
characterised by candor, impartiality, and 
firmness. It thna commences: 

According to the family Bible, I was born 
June 13, 1788, on the farm which I inherited, 
seme fonrteen miles from Petersburg, Vir- 
ginia. My parents, William Scott and Ann 
Maron ? both natives of the same neighbor- 
hood, intermarried In 1780. • • • In my 
rixtb year I loet my father — a gallant lieuten* 
aat and captain in tbe Revolutionary army 
and a successful farmer. Happily, my dear 
mother was spared to me eleven yeara longer, 
end if, in my new protracted career, I have 
ecbieved anything werthy of being written, 
ary thing that my conntrymen are likely to 
Ijcpor in the next century, it is from tbe les- 
ions of tbat admirable parent that I derived 
the inspiration. 

Fiobt at Salbm, Kt.— From the Evans- 
ville Journal cf Thursday we clip the fol- 
lowing: 

We are informed by a gentleman juat from 
Ken'ncky that on Sunday last Col. Sypert 
(itbel) with 140 nen attacked Col. Jim Wil- 
son, ot the 48th Kentucky (Federal), at Sa- 
lem, Crittenden ceuuty, Ky , and waa naad- 
tomely repulsed. 

The Federal force was about equal to that 
ot the rebels. The rebels acknowledged a 
1-bb cf thtee killtd and six wouoded. Among 
tbe former was Capt. McGoolwin. 

The re! els claim that they killed twelve of 
Wiieon'a men and wounded a goodly number, 
I at as Wi son fought nnder cover, while tha 
rebels were exposed, and from the additional 
fact tbat Sypert retreated precipitately to Sfor- 
gBkfield, it is natural to suppose that the rebel 
loss was tar greater, and our loss far less, than 
rei orted by the rebele. 

We tortber learn tbat on Taesday Oil. A. 
R. JubLEoc, with all his forctta in Ciion 
county, left suddenly ia the direction of Sa- 
lem, to retrieve tbe losses of Syoert, and un- 
less Wilscn it heavily reinforced, we fear ha 
will he compelled to retire to safer quarters. 

Later — From a gentleman who arrived 
from bmithUnd yesterday we learn that Jim 
Wjlson waa not in the fight at Salem. The 
F- derate were commanded by Cpi. Wyatt 
and another Captain whose name we do not 
remember, and consisted of only forty men, 
tbe balance of the command being out on 
duty (touting. 

The rebels, one hundred and twenty etrong, 
appioached tbe place about daylight and cap- 
tured the pickets, and then Bent in a demand 
to tl e little garrison of Federals, wbo had in- 
trenched ttrmselves in the court-hou.te, to 
surrender, Baying tbat they had two hundred 
men, and that three hundred more would 
reach there in an bour. 

The answer returned was, that they would 
bave to fight for ibe town, when the battle 
opesed at about seven o'clock, and continued 
until eieven, the rebels losing niae men killed 
outiigbt and two left wounded bo badly as 
not to be able to be moved, and from thirty to 
forty others, more or lees, wouoded, includ- 
ing Col. Sjpert, wbo bad his right elbow 
broken. Capt. Bush, commanding at Sooith- 
land, having learned of tbe contemplated at- 
tack, mounted two hundred men and seat 
tbim to the relief of the iittle band of heroes. 
Tbey arrived in sight ot the town at 11 o'clock, 
and being seen as they crosaeda hill twomiles 
distant, the rebels incontinently il .1 

The Federals had tbeir borsea picketed nn- 
der range of their guns, and the rebels, being 
unable io steal them, got into bouses and shot 
some thirty of tbe benes. 

The Federal loes waa three killed and four 
or five wounded.

Tn« Late Gem. Gbeatboche.— We had the 
mournful satisfaction of noticing in yester- 
day's Journal the appropriate honors paid to 
the remains of this young soldier as they 
passed through our city. Lncien Greathouse 
was born at Carlinsville, Illinois, on ihs 7th of 
June, 1843, and graduated at Bloom'ug-on at 
the age of sixteen; subsequently he received 
the degree of A. M. and wa9 admitted to the 
bar. In the spring of 18C1, when the nation 
was summoned to the protection of iu honor 
And integrity, he volunteered as a private, and 
in February, 1864, after having passed through 
every intermediate grade, he reached tha rank 
of Colonel by commission from Gov. Vates, 
and was given the command of the 43th Illi- 
nois. He was killed while leading it in a 
charge on tho 21 i of last month under Sher- 
man in Georgia, and bad been nominated 
a day or two before his death for B.-igadier- 
General. He wasconnected with the Army of 
the Tennessee in all its many glorious achieve- 
ments, in which bis regiment bore a conspicu- 
ous part. Complimented by hia superior offi- 
cers for hi;; gallantry and judgment on all 
occasions, be wss ever found active in the dis- 
charge of his duties. He was brave, chival 
reus, and kind, and ever zealous for the inter- 
ests of his scldicrs, who were devotedly at- 
tached to him, and wept sincerely for his eirlj 
fall ; and the whole country must share in their 
gricf.especi&lly when it is remembered that Col 
G., when be fell, had just eatered upon his 
legal manhood. He met a soldier's fate 
like a patiiot, and he will fill a hero'.) 
grave amid lie scenes of his childhood, whils 
affection ai d gratitude will forever keep the 
memory of his many virtues and his genial 
kind-heartedness green in the records of the 
heart. One more of the noble defenders of 
our nation's honor baa been added to the sad 
catalogue of those who have been sacrificed 
in the most glorious cause that ever impelled 
men to wield the sword or seize tho musket 
The extent of this sacrifice, as it brings pain

"Wobdb of Tacrn and Sobbbness." — U-- 
der this head, tho National Intelligencer re- 
publishes some excellent remarks of Senator 
Cowan's during the late session of Congress, 
which we in turn republish in our columns 
this morning. The words of the Senator are 
indeed "words of truth and soberness;" those 
of Paul before Agrippa were not more so, 
though doubtless many an abolition Festus 
will say with a loud voica that tha Senator is 
beside himself.

Tuese 
things are known to every enlightened patri- 
ot; nay, they are known to the Presidont 
himself, whom we fain would hope that the 
Senator almost persuades to be a conservative. 

"AmoDg all the members of the National 
Legislature who have been called to give 
counsel for the safety and welfare of 
the Republic in this day of severe triil," 
says the Intelligencer in introducing Sen- 
ator Cowan's remarks, "we know ot 
none who has brought to the discharge ot 
his duties a higher intelligence, a clearer sa- 
gacity, or a more patriotic fidelity than the 
Hon. Edgar Cowan, the learned Senator from 
the State of Pennsylvania. Entering the 
Senate at the oponing of the 87 to Con- 
gress, he early won for himself the 
admiration and respect of his asso- 
cia;e3, without distinction of party, by 
the learning and dignity with which he ex- 
plained and defended his views of public pol 
icy, while the independence aad eloquence for 
which he was conspicuous in debate .early 
drew to him the attention of all who mark 
with interest the progress of our parliamentary 
discussions. Mr. Cowqd, we need not say, is 
a distinguished member of the Republican 
party, but in his whole career as a legislator 
he hits made it apparent that he considers his 
first and b.!g">-«ist allegiance duo to the country, 
and therefore never narrows his mind so as to 
give to the former the homage that should be 
paid only to the latter."

By the way, the telegraph, as we observe, an- 
nounces that "the National InteHig«ncar 
urges the nomination of Senator Cowan at 
Chicago." The idea id not a new one. We 
understand thia ncnination was spoken of 
very freely among the conservative members 
of CongreB8 before the adjournment, the s.. in- 
gestion beicg made originally, and cbitfly 
supported, by the Democratic delegation of 
Pennsylvania, with Senator Buckalew at the 
head. We confess we do not think ths 
suggestion wise, at least in its whole 
breadth. S-nator Cowan, aa we are not 
prepared to deny, would make a fit candidate 
for the Vice-Presidency, with MeCiellan or 
Fillmore or Seymour or Guthrie or some other 
acknowledged conservative of thia class as a 
candidate for the Presidency; but we do not 
think a man of Republican affiliations, no 
matter how tlight or loose, should be placed 
at the head of the conservative ticket. We 
do not think the step would be warrant 
ed by expediency, which is of conrss tha 
controlling reason in the case. MeOlellun 
and Cowan, for example, would be a stronger 
ticket morally and politically, vastly strong- 
er, than Cowan and any living conservativa. 
Such at any rate is our view ; and we do not 
doubt that it will be the view of the conven- 
tion. 

Meanwhile, we commend the remarks of 
Senator Cowan to the attention of our read- 
ers. Hib main views on the fundamental 
question of the hour are thoroughly saund. 

A correspondent suggests that the reason 
why Horace Greeley is so anxious to have 
peace, and bit so eagerly at the b*it held out 
by Sanders * Oo. at Niagara Fails, ia, that 
he has announced a history of the rebellion 
in two volumes, and, having completed oae 
volume, he is afraid he cannot ge all the re 
maining matter into another if the war con- 
tinues much longer.— Springfield Republican 

We suppose the idea of the Rspublican's 
correspondent is that Mr. Greeley fears the 
rebellion will prove as unmanageable in his 
hands ae heroes prove in the hands of some 
novelists, and, that, if he doesn't kill ths re- 
bellion, the rebellion will kill him.

The supreme impudence of "Col. A. 
R.~ Johnseu, commanding Department Of 
Southern Kentucky," is very amusing. Ha 
hna issued lue general orders in pursuance o 
■emmanda:rom the War D?partment of the 
Confederal S'ates, dated June 1, 1364. re- 
qairicg all soldiers to report to him withon' 
delay, ami also all who have taken the am 
ncsty catb prescribed by tho Federal Govera- 
ment, as tl a Confederate Government has da 
•ided that it ia not binding. Tha "Colonel 
eommaadi. g" defines the boundaries of his de- 
partment f o be from the mouth of 3ilt river, 
through Kiizabethtown, Mnnfordville, Glas- 
gow, and icmpkiDSville, Ky., to Carthagej 
Tenn.; the; ce down the Cumberland rivar to 
Ntshville, trom which the line of the North 
western rclroad is followed to the Tennessee 
river; thence west to Henderson, Ky., up the 
Mississippi river, nnd around tha Ohio, 
to the pi :ce of beginning. All citizius 
retiding w ■bin this moderate portion of tha 
State of Kentucky and Teanessoa, bit ween 
the ages of seventeen and forty-five, 
not exempt from military duty, are or- 
dered to report forthwith to the nearest 
camp for duty as soldiers in the Confederate 
army. Oil the 1st inst. this original Adam 
threatened as a penalty for disobedience the 
pnnishmeut attached to deserters, but on the 
8th be modified this, and said that all who 
failed to report would be conscripted after 
next Monday, while at the s»tne tine he is- 
sued a "Proclamation," intended to fire the 
Kentucky heart. This, with the orders, will 
be found on our first page this morning. 

Our dispatches received yesterday noon 
give intimations that Adam's Department baa 
been "invaded" by General Payne, who, as 
we trust, will show him that it is no 
Eien for him. While there is much o' blatant 
bluster in Johnson's orders and proclamation, 
it is necessary that our mili ar/ authorities 
should use all possible vigilante to 
secure protection to the Union men who 
are threatened with conscription. Winn 
the scattering detachments of his bind 
crossed the Cumberland river and came into 
onr State, in many instances bjys were car- 
ried off by force, nnd with the determination 
to place tlem in the rebel army, because their 
fathers or brothers ware serving in the Union 
ranks. There is no doubt that Johnson's 
force has been largely increased in numbsrs, 
if not in efficiency, by these and similar meas- 
ures. The Union man have been warned to 
leave, but there are some who hive not tho 
means to get away, and may be compelled to 
join the rebels for the safety of their lives. It 
is very easy for those who are secure from the 
despotic influences of these lawless bands to 
talk ot death being preferable to dishonor, 
but, if they were Bituated as thousands of our 
unfortunate Kentuckians are, they would 
drift into the terrible current of rebellion with- 
out the power to resist it. Every saint has not 
the nerve to be a martyr, and we cannot ex 
pect loyal men to adhere to their loyalty un- 
der the compulsive process which the rebals 
adopt. They will join the ranks of the Con- 
federates ts a temporary means of safety, 
hoping that some lucky accident will relieve 
them cf the degrading servitude, and with the 
still Btronger hope that their families will bj 
allowed to enjoy tho quiet of their hoaie3 
without being subjected to robbary or insult. 
We therefore earnestly hope that tho move- 
ment of the Federal forces will be made with 
promptitude, and with their protecting xzis 
over Western Kentuoky that our people will 
soon be liberated from the thraldom of Adam 
Johnson. 

"Thou Asttbk Man!"— Tho Editor of the 
Indianapolis Journal, the central o.-gau of the 
Indiana Republicans, Bays: 

If the Democrtic party of 1360 had exhib- 
ited the nerve and resolution of Jackson, 
whotn it professed to so much revere, and 
said to the Southern conspirators, we will de- 
fend the Constitution aud aid the President in 
putting down, by force, any resistance to tho 
laws and Government of the United 3tatos, 
we shonld have had no war.

Referring to the threatened secession of 
South Carolina, the Indianapolis Journal tiro 
days later paid : 

There will be no collision of hostile force; 
nnleea she mikes it, for the people of tha 
North will never raise or nsa an army to 
lorce any State to stay iu tDe Union. * * 
Coercion wo regard out of the question ia any 
case. 

Four days afior this, the Indianapolis Jour 
ns! said: 

We can imagine no evil eqial to an Amer- 
ican civil war. The separation of the whole 
Confederacy into independent nations would 
be harmless betiie it. 

Discussing the general thorno of secession 
and coercion a little upwards of a week later, 
the Indianapolis Journal said: 

Weceeru it superfluous to arguo that a vop- 
ular government can never be preserved by 
force. The act of compulsion changes it to a 
despotism, so far as the parties affected by it 
arc concmed.

We 
say no. Practically, then, coercion osta us 
a great ami aud gives us nothing. Theoret- 
ically it costs us still more, for it costs us our 
consistency.

We, having established onr government by 
revolution, or the right of a people at any 
t me to chi nge a government which is oppres- 
sive to them, cannot deny that right to those 
who deliberately declare our government op- 
pressive. What we claimed as oar right we 
cannot deny to those who claim it of us, and 
helped un assert our claim at the outsat. They 
may be mistaken. In our judgment, they are 
(.tally mistaken, but we cannot judge for 
them wire' bm the Federal Government is too 
oppressive lor endurance any moro than Eag- 
land could judge for us. We know how elo- 
quently mny be urged the "glory of this great 
country" and "the Union cemented ov the 
blood of our fathers," but it is all wasted be- 
side the one plain simple fact that if any State 
in this Uu on feels the Union to be injurious 
and oppressive, a civil war cannot change her 
opinion; in fact, it is not calculated to change 
it, and, if she will not stay in the Uaion, it 
will be cheaper and better to let her go. 

Thus saith the record. Now, what his this 
Hoosier D»vid to say for himself? If ho has 
any eelf-rtn pect, or any respect for hia illus- 
trious exemplar, he wili confess thit he has 
Binned against the people, who, though they 
will let him live, as the Lord did D »vid, will 
feel bound to take away tho life of the child 
of political ascendancy that was born unto 
him by the red harlot of secession.

Mr. Cc van said: I think, Mr. President, 
that ourc ursein regard to tb" Sou '.hern peo- 
ple has bee a of a character entirely the reverse 
of that whiob would have beeo successfal i:< 
iujprefsir -r tto rebellion. Wo wore fillel 
jrftn lacotlMt ideja of the w;rk wc were 
engaged to, or of the only meihais by which 
»e could i.erfLrm the gigantic task wa hn 
unetertsk n. Wo sUrtcd out with exsgger- 
n ed noii^s of our o^ns'rengtb, aud wa dis- 
dticed to think that our euceess depoad:<i 
upon the ivjal men of tbeSou'h; we thought 
we did n- I need them, and treated tt>em ac- 
cordingly. Taiuk of such a proposition aa 
that contained in this law, that if they do not 
lay dewn heir arms is sixty da73 tbey will 
be punish- i by loss of their estates! How. 
pray, are they to lay down their arais? 
Surely we know enough to know that thisis 
mere mockerr, and that the rebel President 
mi?at. as veil expect a soldijr in our armies 
to lay down bis arms upon a promise of his 
protection. 

Mr. Pie.ident, I have sometimes doaVed 
whether wo could be serious when we expect 
rt-j good r< salts to come from such measures 
as this, WLich not only exposes us to ridicale 
but does biirm to our cause. What was waat- 
ing in this crisis of our history with new 
criminal legislation, when the code was com- 
plete before? We bad a statute puaishiag 
treason with death, a just and proper paoish- 
ment, one well according with tho m ignitude 
of the crime aa well as with the rnsjeary of the 
law which inflicted it. Far all those who 
conspired the dismembernnntof the Republic, 
wboused the means and perverted the Bute 
Governments to bring it, this is the fitting 
pnnicLmeut, because it is the highest, ant 
falls upon the guilty alone, where it oa?bt. I 
w onld have had no additional lawe;ia war they 
are not needed.

What we 
wanted was men and money; these granted, 
the true function of Congress was over natil 
reace was restored and ail parties again rep- 
resented. Bat above all things I would not 
have p'ayed into the bands of the enemy ; I 
would not have don e that which the rebels 
most desired to have done, bec.'.uso I hive 
no doubt that this and all kiad.-ed *c i-hi -s 
have bi ea the very ones which th;;y most 
wanted 01 to adopt. I do not know that Jef- 
ferson Davis ever prays, but is ho dves^ I have 
no doubt he would pray 

Mr. Wads. Pray for juat such anadvocite. 

Mr. Cowan. Pray tor jast such a autodm.n 
as tbe honorable Senator from Ohio, the mest 
i ffective ally he ever had or could have. 

He would have prayed for measures on our 
part which were obnoxisna to all people o: 
tbe South, lojal and disloyal, Union aud dis- 
union. He would have prayed that we should 
ontrageall their common pnj-idices and cher- 
ished beliefs; that we shoula do these things 
by giving ourselves over to tbe guidance of 
menwbvmit was part of their religion to 
bate; to hate personally and by namb, with 
an inte-nsi'y rarely witnessed in the world 
before. He would have prayed for confisca- 
tion genual end indiscriminate; threatening 
as well tbe victims of the usurpation as the 
usurpers themselves; as well tb-'Se we were 
bound to u-scueas those we were bound to 
punish. Ferveutly he would hjve prayed tor 
our emar cipi-.tion laws and proclamations as 
means to fire tbe Southern heart more potent 
than all niters; they would rally the angry 
population to bis standard of revolt as : f each 
had peieonal qaarrel. He would then hive a 
unite- South; while aa tbe result of tbe same 
rreaeures ■ distracted and divided North 

That is the way I think be would have 
prayed and would pray now. Is any man so 
stupid as r ot vo know ttiat iLe great desira ou 
tte part of every rebel is to emiaric iu revolt 
wi'b bine tho whole people of ibe diaaflVeted 
d.stricts? Is not and has not tha'. been con- 
sidered enough to insure success to him? And 
where dees history show the failure of any 
united people, numbering five or six milltoaa, 
when the- j engaged in revolution? N^whero; 
there is no such case. 

What did we do to bring thia unity abeut 
in the Sou'h? We forgot our first resolve in 
July, 1861, to restore the Union alone, and we 
went fur her, and gave out that wo would 
also sbolith slavery. Now, that was j ist ex- 
actly tbe point upon which all Sju hern man 
were most tender, and at wbicb they were 
most prone to be alarmed and offended. That 
was of all things the one best calculated to 
make it mi one mind against ui; there 
no other measure, indeed, which ciald btve 
lost to the Union cause so many of them. It 
is not a question either as to whether they were 
right or wrong — that was mauer for their coa- 
sideratioB, not ours; foe if we ware so desirous 
of a union with th°m, we ought not to have 
expected them to give up their most cherissed 
institutions in order to effect it. Unions are 
made by people taking ouo another as thay 
are; and I think it has never yet occurred to 
any man who was anxiou9 to form a partner- 
ship with another that he should first attempt 
to force that other either to change his reli- 
gion or bis politics. Is not tbe answer oorioae; 
would not the other say to him, "It you do 
not like my principles, why do you wish to be 
partner with me? Havel not as goo 1 aright 
to ask vou to changoyours asa condition pre- 
cedent? " 

So it wes with the Southern people; they 
were all In favor cf slavery, but one half of 
tbem were still for union with us as before, 
because they did not beliove we were aboli- 
tionists. Tbe other half were in open rebel- 
lion beanie they did believe it. New, cm 
any one conceive of greater folly on onr part 
than that we should destroy the faith of oar 
friends and verify that cf onr enemies? C said 
cotanyr.ody have foretold we would have lost 
one-half by that, and then we would have no 
one left to form a uuioa with? We drove 
that haK over to the reoels and thereby in- 
creased their strength a thou 'and fjli. 

Is not ail this history now ? The great fact 
is staring os full in the face to day; we are 
con'fcdmg with a united people desperately 
in earned to resist cs Our mo;t powetful 
armies most skilfully led have hcrcto'ore 
failed to c.nquer them, and I think will fail 
as long at we pursue this fa'al fJol:ey. 

Now, Mr. President, I appeal to Senators 
whether It is not time to pause and iaqaira 
whether that policy, which has ccrlaialy uai- 
ted the S. uthern people in their c ansa, aud 
which quite as certainly has divided tha 
Northern people in their support of ours, 
ought to be abandoned at once. Why per- 
sist in it longer 7 Can wedo nothing to re- 
trieve our fortune by retracing our Steps? 
Can wo not divide the reoeis and uuito tbe 
loyal men of the Icy a! States '>y going back 
to tbe tingle idea of war for tho Uuioo; or ia 
it now ton late? Have we losi irrecoverab y 
cur hold cn tbe affections of oar countrymea 
who were for the Uaion in 1861— even in 1862? 
Is there no way by which we could ua : isfy 
them that we yet mean Union, aud not coa- 
quest and sctjugatiou? And waataditTerenee 
iu tbe meaning of those two phrases I The 
first offers tho hand of a brother, the secon I 
threatens the yoke of a master. Or are we 
obliged now to exchange the hopes we had of 
Southern Union men fer that oiuer and mis- 
erable hope ia the negro? Ia he all that is 
left of loyalty in the South, and the only ally 
we can rely upon to ai l us in restoring tue 
Union? Ye geds! what have we come to at 
last? Ei.her to yield to an unholy rebellion, 
to dismember an empire, or to go into na- 
tional companionship with the neg'ol Is this 
tbe alternative to wbich our madness has 
brought us? 

Mr. President, these things are ehoagh to 
drive tb sane man mad. After all onr preten- 
sion, all out bop.sting, how xbsurd Will we ap- 
p arin tfa" ey Bof all other natioas if wo fail 
in this struggle! Especially as aim -st all the 
miasnres snout wbich we havo oc.upicd our- 
selves for the last three years hare been based 
npen orr success already assumed as a fixed 
fact. We i-rovided tor confiscating tho estates 
ot rebels tefore we got possession; we eman- 
cipated slaves before wo got them trom-tae r 
masterf; end we provided for the disposition of 
conquests we have not made; we Lave disposed 
of the skir: of the bear and the bear itself is 
yet unc8-jj;ht. Ali this we have put upon the 
record; tie statute-book will bear "witnors 
ncainst us in all coming time; and we cinnot 
escape tl.e consequences if we tail. 

Mr Pres dent, car government was intend- 
ed (o be one of law, pre-eminently of taw. 
There was to be noshing in the administra- 
tion of it h ft to the arbitrary will of an indi- 
vidual or individuals. This was iw m irit«, or 
intended s i, par txcellenct I am for preserv- 
ing its eh : :cter in that resoect strictly. Let 
no mar, fr m the President down to the most 
petty tffieer, dare to do anything, whether to 
friend or er .my, except «s warranted by law. 
L»t us m. h e w ar according to law, and let ua 
have petes according to law. ' If we fi^ht 
a belligerent enemy, let as do it accord- 
ing to the law of netione. If we pnniah or re- 
strain atefrac'ory citizen, let us do it by the 
law of the land, "by dua proc-ss of law.' 
Ht-.d we bad fai'h in cur Constitution and laws 
and onr p< ople, we had not been in our pres- 
ent corditiua. Had we made war aud war 
alone, the loyal people North and Ssuth to a 
man would have been wi'h ns. The voi:e of 
faction, it not entirely hashed, would have 
been harnre-ss. The capital of the demagogue 
would havo been worthless, and the nation 
would have been irresistib'e.

I SlRGE OP BttAKDKSBOBS AltASDOSSD — 

Tns Gcirili.as Rktkkat Without a Fight. 
Qniothas been restored at Brandenbnro;. Tbe 
city Btill eiista. The brave Dapostor and his 
ganfr failed to orry tbe bombastic manifesto 
into execution. After holding a council of 
war on Wednesday, and weighing well the 
decided answer of the home guards to the inso- 
lent flag of truce, the guerillas concluded that 
discretion was U.B b.-tter pirt of valor, as 
it wcuid prove extremely unhealthy for them 
to make another attack upon the town. De- 
late ran higb — prudential <neasnres were 
warmiy advocated, and finally prevailed. 
With the ccc'ttion the siege of Brandenburg 
was abandoned. The ccwardly cutthroats 
mounted their torses in the eveninr,aad sooa 
disappeared behind the wooded hills which 
embower the little bnrg. We are informed 
that no Bring occurred near the town on 
Wednesday I'ight, and the reports brought by 
the m&il<8iet.mtr to that effect were simply 
the coinings of a vivid imagination. The 
citizens of Brsndecbnrg, for the time 
bung, have ktid aside their arms, relaxed 
their martial bearnc, and the town 
no longer wears a warlike appearance. Sweet 
quiet existed yisUrd±y, bat it is irr.pjsrible to 
predict how Ic ng the stillness will prevail. 
Before the setting of t'iii> day's sun the gue- 
rillas may appear in stronger fore; and renew 
the demands for surrender. A vigilant watch 
is kept on the lookout, and the citizens are 
determined not to bo tt-.ken by surprise. The 
trusty arm; are laid sway where they can bo 
grasped at a moment's warning and use! with 
deadly effect upon the thieves bont upon in- 
tuiting tbe people and plundering their 
homes. The mult of the attack of Wednes- 
day mornii'g was humiliating to Djpostcr 
and bis cutthroat g»sg, and it is presumed 
that tbe affair will not tojn be forgotttn by 
them. They will let no opportunity escape 
to annoy tbe people of Brandenburg. They will 
take advantage of the least lack of vigilance 
to pounce upon the people, and plunder and 
perhaps buru the town. The citizens are well 
iwiiarof these facts, aud wo trust that they 
not be thrown off their guard. Their 
only safety is in united action arid untirisg 
vigilance. 

Thi Destitcts Conditio* of Southern 
Bbfugeks — Through official sources we lev.n 
that there h much safiftring among the South- 
ern refuge sin now this city. It is indeed he W- 
recdingto gtti into their sad, pale fice°, and 
contemplate their bitter lot. Driven from 
their sunny homes, where "pence and plenty 
smiled," by He stern realities of war, and 
sent to wander destitute aud lonely in a land 
of etrargers, dependent alone for favo"8 upon 
the provisions made by GoT:r2tn«nt, and the 
kindness aud charity of a cold, unfriendly 
world for existence, do wonder that the eyes 
grew weary with weeping, the ftxsj became 
haggard with want, and continual Sidno33 
dwells with them. Almost every train from 
the South brings a number of these refugees 
from Dixie. Louisville is but poorly prepared 
to sapply them with comforts. They are hud- 
dled together in a barracks provided for that 
purpose, atd furnished with Government ra- 
tions. Worn out with travel, heartbroken with 
grief, and destitute of worldly means, tbey are 
trantferred from the scenes of their once hap- 
py homes, to be furnished a "place to stay" 
inside of cheerless walls in the great cities of 
the North. Sickness follows, and dark de- 
spair eits upon the brows of all. Old men, 
women, and children are crowded together, 
with but little provisions made for comfort. 
They have no downy beds upon which to 
stretch their limbs, none of the soothing quiet 
which should belong to the sick-room, and no 
delicacies,or means to purchase them, to tempt 
tho appetite, and add strength to the feeb'.e 
form. No kind, soothing words are whisper- 
«jed into their cars, no sunshine gleams f jr 
cm, but all is despanding, dark, and cheer- 
less? What wonder then is it that tbe fee- 
ble patients cie in such large numbers, and are 
hurried to rude, unknown graves, far from 
the bright sunshine of their own pyous 
clime I We no not overdraw the picture;

Too 
need is preaaitg; the case is urgent; theeu'- 
fering is grea' ; tnd relief la *Juxe snape must 
be speedily obtained. Clothing is wanted — 
clean linen is wiuied — delicacies are wanted 
— pleasant homei are wanted — and, more 
tban all, kind, cheating words are wanted. 
We hope Uue, for the L.onor of our city, same 
relief may b-: afforded to the auffjiing rofu- 
gets. Let the ladies interest themselves in 
the cause of humanity. Let it be a work of 
love, and let the clouds that now darken the 
snnshino be oriven away, and all be made 
fair and joyous where now is gloom. Ijfor- 
mation of what is needed can be obtained at 
Col. Fairleifb'a headquarters. 

Tbadx Regulations —We are informed 
that the interrelation of the word "not," ac- 
cidentally or otherwise, in a news paragraph 
clipped from Borne other paper, and inserted 
la Thursday's Journal, misrepresented the 
present privileges of trade between the loyal 
States and insurrectionary districts. While 
awaiting tbe new regulations, prescribed in 
iiur^uauce of an act of Congress, passed just 
us to tbe close of the recent Scs. 
eicn, the foliswing articles are froely permit- 
ted at tlie discretion of the Surveyor of Cus- 
toms: Fresh vegetables and fruits, butter 
and eg^fl, ice, coal aud wood, poultry, beef 
cattle and bogs, end the household goods of 
families removing their residences. Ia order 
(o bear as lightly ns possible upon the interests 
of trade, Mr. Gallagher is also authorized, 
while awaiting the new regulations, to pass 
meicbandizo generally which was arrested in 
transit, by ihe prohibitory Treasury order of 
July lO.h ult., whenever satisfied that the 
same had been actually permitted before that 
date. The new Trade Regulation, we are in- 
formed, will be received early next week. 

JSf Several insolent insults have recently 
been offered by soldiers to females, who, at 
the close of the d:y, were standing in front of 
their reuiden :es to catch a breath of the even- 
ing air. Vt " cstl these men eoldiers, but they 
are cowardly poltrooLS, who take advantage 
of the absence of any male protectors to in- 
sult tho wives and daughters of citizens, and 
are a disgrace to the uniform of the Union, 
and would eoou be working with ball and 
chain atta.-htd to their recreant limbs if their 
officers could identify them.

Homes. — We have learned some additional 
facts in relation to the attack on Mr. 
Leonard's drove of horsey on tho Salt-river 
read, a few days ego. It appears that the 
guerillas were under the command ot the no- 
torious Captains Dapojtcr and Garrett. Bat 
one of the drovers, Mr. Howard Brusb, was 
irjured by the firing. He was shat in tho 
head, yet hopes are entertained of his recov- 
ery. The guerillas fired upon tho drivers 
from a high bar.k overlooking the road, and, 
owing to tbe elevation, rjct of the bails sped 
wide ot their mark. The hors:s were con- 
siderably frightened by the report of firearms, 
and scattered in several directions. Oieof 
the I'r.Vf. .-, a during, ri-eolute fellow, rede to 
the front of a large portion of the drove of 
horses, aDd, by yelling and slashing his whip, 
he started them down tho road oa a full 
run. The guerillas fired several shots 
at him, none of which took effejt. He 
lUceccicd in safely arrr.ing at Eiiz-bi'.htjsrn 
with tho full complement of horses that ho 
started with. He subsequently returned with 
a eccut ar.d collected nineteen of the scattered 
auimnls in the woods. The entire loss of 
horses from the drove was only ten. Most of 
the drivers succeeded in escaping from the 
guerillas, and arrived at E.izabothtowa the 
follow teg day. The thieves commando! the 
Mptaxtd men to hand over their parses. Taey 
obtained, by this process, but a small amount 
e f charge. All of tbe men had taken the pre- 
caution to leave their money bebiad whea 
tUy etaikd on the expedition, as they had 
misgivings that an attack might be madeupan 
them by 6ome of the roving outlaw bands. 
One of tte drivers drew a port-monoaie from 
bis pocket and cast it at the feet of tho go- 
rillas, tclliug them to take it, as it was all the 
money tf at was in the crowd. The purse 
contained $1 25.

Calcutta, April 20, 18G1. 
The following is tho statement of William 
rainier, lute second officer on the ill-fated 
E.Tina, referred to in my letter of the lOih in- 

""■The Elvina left Calcutta December 22d, 
bound for Boston. Her crew consisted of Na- 
thankl Andrews, Salem, Mafs, as master; his 
brother, S. G. Andrews, mate; Win. Palmer 
G. D. Blake, J as. Jordan, 2d, 3d, and 4 h 
mates ; John Tenylon, A M. Bowden, Peter 
Nelson, I". Bunger, G. Peterson, J. Ander- 
son, T. Fra^er, Thos. Brown, P. Johnson, 
John Wilson, Alei. Murphy, James William^ 
John Lewis, seamen; and Francis H. Hodges, 
Bostoa; Jas. Sindford, Boston; Campbell 
Weke, N. Y; Ed. Lewis, Del; Robert Willart, 
N. O; Thomas Porter, N. J; Wm. Riley, 
Portland; George Chase, Portsmouth ; Chas. 
Scolt, Wm. Jackson, East Boston; John 
Buckley, Brooklyn ; Wm. Law, Maine; John 
Desmond, New York Consul's men sent homo 
to join the nary. Fair and prosperous wind, 
attending, moTed them across the Equator in 
twenty- four days after losing sight of the land- 
heads. The southeast trades sprang up in six 
south, and all went pleasantly till the after- 
noon of the 19th. The wind quite fresh during 
the day, at 4 P.M. blew a gale, gradually increas- 
ing in strength as evening came oi, and so con- 
tinued throughout the night. ETery precau- 
tion at the commencement had been taken, 
the light tails and sticks sent down from the 
tops and secured on the cabin's roof, the other 
sails closely reefed, yet the ship bounded on as 
if lifted bodily from the water. 

At threo the morning of the 20th, the spare 
maintop mast broke looso from its lashings, 
and roiling back and forth OTer the deck, stOTO 
in the cabin doors, the lasarettc, the water- 
casks amidehips, broke down the stanchcons and 
bulwarks, and finally went OTerboard, pound- 
ing heavily agfcinst the side. Everything with- 
in reach of the fatal stick was made a pcrfec- 
wreck— terror ta of water poured from tho hug I 
casks into the cabin and down upon tho lower 
deck — the damago as done in a moment. 

The ship n u w listed suddenly to starboard, 
and would not right either tojthc shiftng of iht s 
cargo or from the wake already rushing into the 
hold through the opened beams. She was 
then hove to on the port tack, wind northwest, 
and the main and mizzen mn-t, with the re- 
maining sprrs on deck, cut away; the foremast 
and gib-bourn still standing, she paid oBT be- 
fore the wind, but even then fell, wearing 
round on the larboard tack, broach- d brjrtdsido 
of the wind and sen, and in one vast mass the 
waves surged OTer, sweeping away the cabin, 
the brcken casks, the houses forward, and the 
straggling spar<; held by the rigging the masts 
thundcrtd heavily against the sides, destroying 
all hi po of the crew meanwhile who had gather- 
ed upon the top-gallant forecastle, port side 
tho only spot unwashed by the waves. This 
afforded but a brief testing place. The hull 
was slowly sinking, but steadily, and the crew 
sprang overboard five minutes boforo she want 
down, leaving the matter and his brother, 
alone, standing together. Together thoy sank 
and were not again seem. Gaining the float- 
ing spars, the poor fellows rested for a few 
moments, until the cabin roof was driven with- 
in reach, u; on which they clambered, to tho 
number of eleven. The rest had disappeared. 
Here, tied to tha spars, they laid down up>n 
the sails and the sea washed OTer them. A< 
eerm the wind died away, and tearing a shir 
in two they raised a signal of distress. Two 
pumpkins, sole relics of the ship's stores, wara 
seen floating nigh, but not within reach, and 
they looked longingly upon them as they pass- 
ed by. 

At noon the gale again sprang up, blowing 
furiously as before. The waves swept tumult- 
ously over the rait, earring away two of their 
number. One, Geofgo Chase, swam back, and 
was assisted upon it, but soon turning black in 
the face from swallowing sea water, diod. 

All through that day and night the storm 
continued, moderating toward morning. The 
sky was overcast the second day, but the 
wind went down and the sea became more calra. 
The sun ro>e bright and clear in aclotidlesa sky 
tho morning of the third day, and his b.-ams 
beat most fiercely upon their unsheltered heads. 
Maddened With thiist, in their agony, some 
of them d;ai k the sea water and died. The 
fourth day tiawned with a sun, theugh lustrous 
and aident as before. Another died. Toe 
survivors cut off his legs and ate for the first 
jime since leaving tbe ship — :hey drank their 
own urine. N : .i morsel had they eaten, not 
a drop of fresh water had they drank for four 
days. The clouds gathered overhead on th& 
fifth day, but the sun burnt them off and shone 
more scorchin^ly than ever. That evening 
one of their comrades slipped over the si Je, 
saying: — I am gi lag home, I an stuv here 
no longer— I want to see my mother — come 
with me, wo shall not bo long a vay and will 
soon retain. They were too weak to prevent 
it, and he swam away. Far as taeir dim eye,, 
could tange did they wistfully watch him 
swimming on, the sharks p'ashing their white 
fins by bis side, till he was lost in the dis- 
tance. The sixth day cajo and went, and 
another died. 

The sen nth morning found them hop al ew 
and despa ring; too week to stand, spiritless 
and exhausted, they lay feebly clinging to tho 
spiws, and another died. But three were lef t 
now ol the eleven — and still through the long 
forenoon did t"he burning rays of that terrible 
sun full hotly upon them. At the last moment 
relief came. The French barque Clai'e, Rob - 
ait, Master, discovered the raf. — their signal 
fortunate y st II llying — and despatched a boat 
to their assistance. Tenderly were ticy l.fted 
into it, and trcm thence transferred to the 
■hip. 

It would to but reasonable to supposo that 
misfortune had now done with them. Not so 
For whilst ihe officers and seamen of the Claire 
eoald not be tco kind, dressing their wounds 
and in every pc*sir,le way administering to their 
comfort, the Master treated them with a harsh- 
ness and severity uncalled for, most cruel un- 
der the circumstances, and with a niggardli- 
ness that evinced a most mean and contempti- 
ble nature. Before their strength was restor- 
ed, whilst their trembling limbs were yet swol- 
len and crai ked, so that the blood would ooze 
from their feet in walking, he compelled them 
to do doty with the members of his crew. 
With an abundance of live fowl and preserved 
fresh meats, with ten casks of wine in the hold, 
he yet cenfited them to an allowance of salt 
pork and beans for dinner and supper, 
which, with cotlec and hard bread for break- 
fast, composed their fare — substantially 
enough doubtless, but ill adapted to nourish men 
so nearly famished. His officers were rep- 
rimanded for taking medicines from the 
slip's chest for their relief. That he was one 
quarter owner of ihe vessel, and too penuriou 9 
to be at any cost, personally, in awistinK 
them, is the only reason that can bo alleged 
for his conduct Tho sailors and the officer., 
however, divided their ratioDS of wine and 
food with them, and they recuperated more 
rapidly than could possibly have been expect. 

The survivors art Wm. Palmer, Ccorge D 
Blake, and J,mce Ander-on. They wore 
riiked up at noon, January 27th, having beau 
acven days and six hours on the raft. The 
Elvina sank ia about lat. 23 south, long 61 
cast.

blc that life should be sustained so long under 
such privation, accompanied wi'.h so much 
.nffering ; and yet there is no cause to doub 
in the slightest degree the truthfulness of the 
narra'or. Had you lis en-d to his words, and 
seen his still attennatcd frame, his blistered 
face, and .'irnbB yet swollen and scarred, with 
partially hea-ed sores, there would have been 
no room for scepticism in your mind. I have 
suppressed many of the incidents of their life 
during the e seTen long wearisome days upon 
the rafr, rut your own imagination will readily 
conct ive their nature, and perhaps more satis 
factorily and as correctly follow their occur- 
rences as I could delineate them with tho pen. 
Note, for seven days on that fragile raft, over 
which the waves would wash at every swell, 
aloae on that vast Southern sea, aurrounicd 
with the merciless shark, overhead a torrid 
sun, no water, no food but a dead man's leg, 
their comrades dying before^hem! I shudder- 
ed whilst hearing. It was indeed most horri- 
blei 

Thb Fam. of a Famocs Oapb. — "Men are 
we," says Wordsworth, "and must weep, 
when even the shade of that which once, was 
great has passed away." The Newlork 
Commercial says one of the great historic 
craters of that mighty rolcano, the French 
Revolution, which, down to our day, had 
smoked and frowned blackly in the heart of 
Paris, has vaniahed from the sight of men 
The Cape de Foy has been closed. 

Founded in 1749 by an ex-officer of the 
royal troops, M. de Foy, a soldier of Mai 
-plaguet and Fontenoy, the cafe (cafes were 
among the comparative novelties of the world 
then) was opened on the first door of one of 
the houses which bordered the gardens of 
the Palais Royal, the splendid home of the 
house of Orleans, on the side next the Rue 
Richelieu. The stone galleries, through 
which all Europe, Asia, Africa, and America 
has since lounged and loitered, were not then 
built; but a private stairway led down from 
the Cafe de Foy to the . dee Marron 
niere, in the garden, in the which allee M. de 
Foy vainly sought the permission of the 
Duke of Orleans to set up a booth for refresh- 
ments. De Foy did what he could in his 
cafe without his booth for refreshments; ate, 
drank, played dominoes, and in. due course 
of human events passed away, tearing his 
establishment to a certain Josserand. Josse- 
rand was no wiser, perhaps, than his prede- 
cessor in the matter of wines and meats, but, 
like Abraham ol old, he knew how to find 
favor in the eyes of princes. He had a love- 
ly wife, so lovely that all Paris came toknow 
her, and Parisian art has mude her image 
immortal under the name of . i BrlU Limana- 
diere. Now, this was in 1775, and Louis- 
Philippe Joseph, afterward to be darkly 
known as Philippe Egaiite, sate in the seat 
of the Orleans. He was then the most reck- 
less and the most splendid of rouet, the mod- 
el on which Charles James Fox, in his green 
and salad youth, framed himself to be the 
cynosure of neighboring eyes, the chief of 
mnearsnis, the ideal of "Yankee Doodle 
Dandy." Duke Louis Philippe heard peo- 
ple talk of la Bell* Lamanadiere, louaged 
inte the Cafe de Foy to see her, ate ice from 
her fair hand. With the ice the Duke's heart 
melted within him, and Madame Jos.-erand 
obtained what Du Poy had never been able 
to secure — permission to open a booth for re- 
feshments in the Allee de$ Marronaiert, the 
said allee running with stately chestnut 
trees, wh.re now glitters the Galerie Mont- 
jtonsier. 

When a little later this Galerie was built, 
Madame Josserand — (we remember not her 
sronse on tbe principle of "honor to whom 
honor is duel'')— Madame Jo e-rmi came 
down stairs with her Cafe, and the OoJe d« 
Foy took its place oa the ground floor of the 
Galerie Montporuier, where it has now at l ist 
expired. 

Thus it was that on the 12'h Jaly, 1789, a 
young man of twenty saven years, ana'ive of 
Guise, near Yervins, a school-fellow of Robes- 
pierre at the College of Louis lo Grand, then 
as obscure as his school-fellow, came ont to 
make a speech to the crowd which had for 
several dsys been daily gathering and grow- 
ing in the gardens of the Palace, the gardens 
planted a century before by Richelieu the 
Terrible. This young man was Camiile Daa- 
manlius. 

"It was half-past two in the afternoon" (it 
•sCemi!!* himself whoepeike); "I went ont to 
sound the people. My indigna'ion was tam- 
ing info despair. It seemed to me that the 
gronpsof people, althongh deeply moved and 
in consternation, were not sufficiently dis- 
reosed to a rising. Three young men seemed 
to me moved by more vehement courage; 
ttey were holding each other by the hand; I 
saw that they had come from the Palais Royal 
with tbe stms purpose as myself; a few pas- 
five citizens followed them. 'Gsntlemenl' I 
exclftimtri, 'here is the beginning of a civic 
gathering; one of tjb must devote himself to 

be cause, get on a table and harangne the 
people.' 'Get up yoarselfl' 'I coasent.' At 
once I was rather lifted than got up myself 
upon a table. Hardly there, I saw my?e!f 

rrcuac'ed by an immense crowd. Here is 
my abort harangu", which I shall never for- 
get. *Cit zensl there is not a moment to lo;e. 
I have just come from Versailles. M. Necker 
is dismissed. This dismissal sounds the 
tocsin if the St. Bartholomew of pUriotal 
This very night the Swiss and Germin ba'- 
tAlions of the Guards will leave the Chimp de 
Hare to massacre ns; we have but one 
recourse lcftj we must rush to arms and put 
on cockades*, that »n may reoogn'z? one 
another I' The tears were standing In my 
eyes, and I spoke with an energy which lean 
neither repeat ior describe. My speech was 
received with infinite app'suse. I went on, 
' W hat color shall we wear V Some one called 
out, 'Choose vourseltl' 'Shall it be green, 
'be color of hope, or the blue of Cincinnita*, 
the color of tbe freedom of America and of 
Democracy?' Voice3 were heard, 'Green, 
tbe color of hope!' Then I cned out, 'Friends! 
tbe sijntil is given. I tee the spies and satel- 
lites ef the police look ing me in the f ice. I 
will never fail alive into their hands!' and, 
drawing two pistols from my packets, I s 
'Let every citizen imi ate me!' I came down. 
I was almost stifled with embraces; some 
pressed me to their hearts, others wept on my 
nfck^ A citizen of Toulouse, thinkiag my 
1 fe in danger, refused to leave me. Some 
one brought me some green ribbon. I put the 
first pirce in my own hat and distribu :ed tbe 

KBt," 

Two days afterward the B is'ile was taken — 
the Bastile, the key of which Lafayette sent 
ne a present to tbis country, when, oneef 
'heee dayp, it will probably be put under the 
rsme glass case with Mr. Seward's "ii.tle 
bell," for tbe instruction of future ag.^a. 

Tbe Cafe de Foy saw all these beginnings 
of chars; saw chaos itself. The shadow or 
the guillo-.ine fell across it] threshold ; f.om 
tba smoking palace hard by, Dake Lou>e 
Pbillipoe, who bad made the fortune of la 
belle Limonadiere, went out to present th<- 
Lady Guillotine with bis cousin's royal head, 
wbi<hthe Lady Gai lotine like so well that 
m a little while she asked D ike Louis Pail- 
lippe for his own, and that in bo winning a 
way as to make refusalimpossible. 

The triumph of Italy, the Consulate, the 
Rmpire, all went sweeping by and through 
»nd over the Cafe de Foy.

Thi Socth Am ibica> Rspcblios — Tho9; 
who hoprd, says the New York Times, that 
tbe inglorious assault upon tho independence 
of Peru by the Spanish Government woald 
tend to the development of republican prog- 
ress and unity in the liberalised States of 
South America, will read the recent newa by 
tbe Panama steamer with no small degree of 
disappointment Each successive mail, since 
the announcement of the aeisaro of tho Ohin- 
cba Islands by Admiral Pinion and Commis- 
sioner Salmar, brought more glo w ing acconats 
than its predecessor of a perfect accord of fool- 
ing smong all the Republican S:atej( with the 
single exception of Ecuador) on the qneatien 
of tbe rights of Pern, and the outrages com- 
mitted thereupon by tbe Spanish officials 
Nothing in the attitude of Her Catholic 
Msjesty'f Government has occurred to place 
tbe cause of Peruvian independence in a less 
perilous position than it was when the islands 
were seized. Ail that Spain has conceded to 
tbe questionings and remonstraccss of the 
Great Powers is that the Ohincha Islands hare 
not been Eeised for permanent occupation ; 
that they will be giren ap when Pern has given 
sufficient satisfaction for tbe indignities Buf- 
fered within Pernvian territory by Spanish 
subjects — Spain herself being the judge of 
what (hall constitute due reparation — and, 
that, meanwhile, there shall be no restric- 
tions put upon tbe traffic in guano, other thai 
that Spanish officials shall collect the rereiue. 

This is the sum of all tbat Spain has con- 
ceded. This is the extent to which stie has 
refused to back her agenta. Any one sees 
that tbe c: nation, instead of being improved 
by a reference to the Government of Her 
Uaj'oty, is altogether more critical, more full 
tf danger to tbe tn'aro independence af Peru 
and tbe filter Republics, than it was before. 
And yet It is in tbe face at all these facia tba-. 
the Chilian Coogresa has thosght fis to back 
ont formally from the engagement of its gov- 
ernment to support the cause of Peru; and, 
not only ibis, but has given as iu reason fo* 
earning to such a dectaioa, that Spain, having 
legitimate demands opsn Pern, merely takes 
u lesfonable eeenrtty for the payment of tbi . 
demands in a temporary occupation of the 
Cbiacha Islands. This ground is, as every 
one must see, feariully hollow, and the Chilian 
Congress muat have known it to be each. 
Spain took the position in its attempted nego- 
tiation with Pern, that that State was atill a 
dependency, or, what waa practically tho 
rt. me thug, that it waa beneath the digaity of 
Spain to treat with it as with an independent 
Commonwealth. Hence the appointment of 
a "Commissioner," instead of a Miciater, to 
bring about a settlement af tho difficulties. 

Thia refusal to treat with Peru waa at first 
regarded by Chili — and moat properly ao — is 
an indirect attack npon the independence o* 
the South American Republics generally, 
and, ae auch, Chili waa among the foremost to 
reeent it by an offer of military and uaTal co- 
operation. The other Statea, we are assured, 
seem prone at once to follow the example of 
Cbili, and, when the pinch really cornea, Pera 
will be left alone. No belter opportunity ha3 
offered for the gratification of Spanish ambi- 
tion eince the glory of her colonial career de 
parted. 

A Statci to Dahtb. — The Boston Post 
eaya the proudest memorial belonging to tba 
moat beautiful city of Daly, la the fame of be- 
ing the birth-place and native home of this 
great poet. Yet his remains hare rested for 
nearly aix hundred years in a distant city cf 
Italy, where he died in exile. His ashes are 
now to be removed to Florence, and a suit- 
able statue ia to bo erected to hia remains. 
Thia is well deserved, if tardy, j uBtice to the 
great Italian poet and atatesman. Dante Ali- 
ghieri waa a native of the Republic of Flor- 
ence, and waa born in 1265. He servel as a 
soldier in tbs> wars againat Arezzo and Pisa. 
He waa also a public man of conaiderable 
importance. He waa fourteen times employed 
as an Envoy and Ambassador. At the ago of 
35 be waa elevated aa one of the eight Chief 
Magietratea of Florence. Hia life up to tbis 
period bad been euccesaful and flattering; ba". 
the remainder waa unfortunate for him as an 
individual, however successful it was in se- 
curing him immortality as the rcpresenta'ir- 
geniua of hia country. Parties ran high in 
the Florentine Republic. They were, like 
ours, divided into two factions — 3trange to 
Bay, somewhat similar in name to tbe parties 
ifour own age and country — the pirtv of 
the whites, and tbe party of the blacks. 
Dante j iued tbe former. The lat'er be- 
came the- dominant faction. The Magiatrate 
vas binisbed the R -public and aenteaced 
to be burnt, if captured. Ha couseq lently 
became an exile and a wanderer. He fouad 
a fast friend in the Lord cf Ravenna— Guido 
Novella — and there the great poet dieel, Sep- 
tember 14, 1321, at tbe age of fifty aix. The 
Divine Ooxedy baa ever aince constituted the 
chief gem in the crown of Italian literature. 
Homer, Shakespeare,Dante, Milton, constituto 
the immortal galaxy of the poets of the agee. 
The Eubs'antial merits of Dante's poem are 
aptly cummod up in a popular Biographical 
Cjclopedif.; for boundless and wild irnag'nt- 
tion, for gloomy grandeur, for terrific eoergy, 
it haa nornperior; while on the other band it 
of'en charm3 by exquisite sweetness, sim- 
plicity, and grace. For condensation, it may 
also be e-sid tbat it is the mea' remarkable of 
composition*. Demosthenes himself is not 
more happy in this respect. We trust thai 
this new devotion of Italy to the memory of 
its great poet will induce the entire literary 
world to turn to the 8 udy of the great author, 
not in tbe translation, bat the original. No 
translation can do justice to such a work; it 
must be read in the original t > be appreciated. 
Carey's edition is as gold as a poetical trans- 
lation can be made; and we little donbt 
whether our own native poet can much im- 
prove on it, from the specimen we have aeen 
of hia labors. The Italian language itself is 
at once the most exqaisitely musical and pow- 
erful. He who knows the Divine Comedy in 
tbe original needs know no more I'.alian to be 
a good Italian scholar. A few such master- 
pi' ces thoroughly studied add more to the 
intellectual capital of the scholar than a libra- 
ry of smal l authors

Lewis B> llmtin, of Bloomington, Ini.,gires 
this desciption of the Hessian tly io h a arti- 
cle en v. be at, in the Report of tho AericultM. 
ral Di-parrment of the United States Govern- 
ment: 

The rce eived a-count of the introduction of 
this fly ir to the United States is known by ev- i 
cry person, for its common name refers to it. 
Thet it waa brought in st me straw with the 
Hessian troops employed in the Revolution \ 
against us, is pos ible; but the history of the 
like pc.u s! ows that soiner or la er they 
spread over the whole earth where their fa?or- j 
ite fcod n ay be grown and climatic influence | 
will permit. The bee-moth and the curculio 
ate instances of the fact that n' arly all the 
pioductss t the faim havo their enemies. It 
is not nceessarj to describe this fly, nor par- 
ticularize the nature of its dep-edattons, ex- 
cept to say tbat it drpo'its its eggs, from twen- 
ty to forty in number, in the hollow of the 
blades of the wheat Toe egg hatches a small, 
ligl.t-coh rod worm, in from four days to three 
weeks, according as At* weather is warm of 
ecol. 

The worm crawls down the leaf be'woon 
tbe shcatMng of the leaf and the stem, firmly 
fixes itself there, sucki"g the juices or sap of 
the plant on which it lives. It gradually be- 
comes imbedded in the stem by the latt-tr grow- 
ing arcund it. As it increases in siie, it be- 
comes in color, siae, and shape, like a flax- 
seed; hence this state of larva is called tho 
flaxseed state In this condition it remains 
duriag the winter unaffected by the severest 
cold. Iu May it is changed into tbe fly, and 
this fly lays its eggs higher upon thesame stalk, 
and on others around it, and alio on the spring 
wheat. Tae6e eggs hatch, and the worms un- 
dergo the same changes until in Augns', ween 
they ap[ ear as flies, ready to deposit eggs on 
the young fall wheat plants. The fact that of 
so many eggs but few batch ('or not more 
than two or three worms are found in the 
same plant) shows that the Hessian fly has its 
deadly enemies. This is true; two of which 
I will notice, being parasites of this pa r a-ite. 
Both these are flies, one of which depo.-its its 
egga within the worm of the Hessian fly, and 
it lives upon it, gradually destroying it, until, 
having undergone its various changes, it 
emerges 'rom the skin of the Hessian worm a 
fly, resdy to deposit its eggs in those of t ie 
Hessian fly. Tbe other parasitic insect lays its 
eggs in the larva when in the flaxseed state, 
which hatches within it and lives upon it. It 
is to these friendly insects we owe tho fact that 
the HesaUn fly does not spread over largo dis- 
tricts of the wheat region, nor. indeed, in any 
part of it to any great extent, and that it is 
seldom destructive in the same placo for more 
than a season or two. The friendly rliTj, by 
their rapid increase, soon drive the Hessian 
fly to other portions of conntry in erder to 
shun their fatal attacks. The usual remcdf 
against the Uessjan fly is la c sowing of the 
winter w hi at. Whilst this may afford somo 
protecti' n, it leads to habitual late sowing, by 
wbich the plant is weakened and rendered leas 
kble to endure changes of our winters. A 
greater lots is thus occasioned than would re- 
sult from an occasional entire destruciion of 
the crop by the fly. A strong ro ted plant 
v. iil more easily overcome a serious atta k of 
the fly than a la c sown and weak one can re- 
sist the frceaing out, to which it ia certain lo 
be exposed. 

Nkw Yobk Horse Markkt. — The market 
has been slow since early spring, when a good 
cany farmers bought work horses iu place of 
oxen, and carmen, draymen, express compa 
nies, etc.. supplied thcrnselTes for the summer. 
Speed and fine carriage horses arc s lhrjg bet- 
ter than any oiheis, and the numb-r of thia 
class now in Twenty. fourth 6treet ia large. A 
spin of Vermont Black llo'k*, rising li.'teen 
hauls bLih, which would trarel their mile to- 
gcther in three minutea, were held at $1,200 
— piohaVly $1 000 would buy them — while 
ibis price waa asked for a single mare reputed 
to trot a mile in a. 45 minutfs. A sorrel hirse, 
sixteen bands, was herd a' !}i,000, and several 
others at r? 1, 000 to §1,500 each. As be tore 
observed, people are running on fanny and 
steed just now, and the trade ia high-priced 
horses, both single and in span, is pretty good. 
The ord nary price for a well-matched pair of 
giod sound carriage harsc, not particularly 
fast or fancy, is $G00 to $800. For a pa r of 
small ttjliah 7-year old Morgan horses, four- 
teen hands three inches high, dark chestnu', 
an offcrot $1,200 was remsjd. Th-re Usoraa 
demand for saddle ho-s s, for which prices 
range from $200 to $400. GoTcmra-nt ge's 
but few army horaca from Twenty fourth 
at ret t, though they arc paying $."> mo a than 
the spring prices, tU: $1">0 for cavalry and 
$170 for artillery horses. Dealers say these 
ra'es are less than hor.-es which will paai mus- 
ter can be bought for in the country. Tae 
railroad and omnibus companies buy most of 
their horses in the country. They are no: 
willing to pay the pr'rtes aaked here for young, 
atuLd boiscs, want ng them for $140 and $150 
each. Express companies are buving a better 
class, for whiihtbey pay $000(3800 p;r pair. 
Sa es of oidinary work and farm horse* are 
very slow, and panics sending them from the 
country to be kept here for sale, find the cost 
of keeping (&0 cents per day), if mit soon dis- 
posed of, eats a large hole in the pr ces ob- 
tained. They are bringing $125 o $175 each. 
Some broken-down army aniommius horsei 
have recently beon sold for $5 to $50 each In 
general, prices bave advanced a little during 
tbe past month, but it is difficult to make 
salee. — Tribune, July 27/A.

Raising Tcrkkts — In your jiumal I no- 
tiecd an inquiry for the best p'an to raise tur- 
k«ys. Pet mil me to give beiwetn sixty aud 
severty years of my experience. 

To take a fair aiart procure black turkeys, 
and teach .h m to be gentle bef >re tbey com 
mencc lav ing. As soon aa they begin to lay, 
take aw ay their egg> — let their nest egg be a 
hen'a egg. When they havo laid out their 
litter destroy the nest, feed them we'l, and in 
ten days or less, they w 11 general y commence 
laying again. Turn those they have laid once 
or twice a week. When th y have tho second 
lot, and want to set, let them have what eggs 
they ran well cover, and put the balance of 
the first litt' r under a hen at the -am' lime, or 
aa ceai as ma> I. •, so that thoy will hatch near- 
ly together. Take the young chi k' from the 
h n and put them all with the old tarkey, she 
will brooel ihem all. 

My first and only feed is curd from sour 
ccagulatcd milk, 8calded, turned on > seive, or 
a board will answer, and the whey dnincd. I 
do not u«c any salt or p-pper. I keep them 
in the stable, or on the barn floor, a day or 
two, and then let them out if the veather is 
favorable. Put tbcm np every night early, 
until tbey arc two or three weeks old. By 
this time they have formed a bahit ef coming 
! ome, and the giasshop^ers and instcts have 
become ao large they m^atly supply their ap- 
petites. Sec that the-y come up ciery night, 
and feed them well in the morniag. 

By my plan thi-y are about time weks later, 
but will go a h' ad and make up lost time. I 
would not let them set as soon aa they have 
laid the first litter, if I could have a ''art load 
of eggs given me. — Cor. Rural New Yorker.

Horses ard Mules. — During the year 
ending June 30th, lo(J3, there were purchased 
for the army 173,832 horsea. and 86,251 mules, 
ard there were captured 7,783 horsea and 
C.U15 mu'ea, which, added to those on haud 
at tbe commencement of the year, made tho 
r.umber of li»7,457 horsea and ll0,0t;8 mules. 
There we e condemned, sold, died, or lost by 
capture during the year, 57,676 horses and 
17,170 mules. More than one horse out of 
erery four was thus Aer» du tombat, while 
nearly one mule in en ry seven was a used up 
biast. Yet $10,031 58 waa paid for veteri- 
nary surgeons, and $39,202 39 for medicinea 
for horsea and mules. This unprecedented 
destruction of horses and mulea will have 
somehow to be arrested, or it will become im- 
possible to remount our cavalry or to provide 
animate for the aitillery and wagon trains.
